It was in this magnificent hall that 
this royal banquet was given to the 
American delegation of the chamber 
of commerce. One peculiar feature 
of this remarkable gather5 ng was the 
number of millionaires present, at the 
bead of whom stood Andrew " ..rnegie, 
the richest man that the world h?s 
ever seen since creation's dawn, a man 
who in less than 30 vears has accumu- 
lated a fortune of $400.000.000.and who 
sold to an English Syndicate a few 
months ago less than one half of h!s 
holding for 8150,000,000. leaving still 
untouched 2150.000.000. one of the 
greatest fortunes of ancient or modern 
times. This modest and industrious 
working man claimed no pre-^m-nence 
or extra deference on account of h;s 
enormous wealth. His" only trouble 
now seems to be how to dispose of it 
in a manner that shall bestcontribnte 
to the betterment of man and glory 
of God. It was remarkable, also, for 
the brief mention of royalty, which 
was confined to an affectionate re- 
membrance of the friendship of her 
late most gracious majesty when we 
most needed friends— a monarch be- 
ioved by her people, who sleeping 
peacefully beside her soul's adored the 
last long sleep which shall know no 
waking till the Judg ment Day— 
though dead yet speaks and exercises 
a grander and more beneficient influ- 
ence on Great Britain's policy and the 
British nation's glory thau when liv- 
ing in the plentitude of her power she 
beld uncballanged the scepter over 
100,000,000 cof the human race. 
That night's feast was dedicated to 
commerce. It was the British mer- 
chant who modestly assertant remind- 
ed the throne that its unshaken foun- 
dation was the missionary of com- 
merce and the prophet of invention. 
and the toiling and loyal millions who 
bared their breasts whenever danger 
threatened and gave their hearts" 
blood in defense of Britain's liberty, 
when they had nothing else to give. 
All this was done in such a way as to 
be entirely void of offense, and his ma- 
jesty. King Edward, as be glanced 
over The ThimacTtr the next morning, 
felt a warm glow of satisfaction over- 
spread bis face at the friendly allu- 
sion to bis royal mother, as it carried 
with it the assurance that if in 
Britain's hour of trial she needed 
friends, she bad only to look across 
the water. As an international func- 
tion. void of business, and devoted ex- 
clusively to good fellowship and a 
closer personal friendship, the visit of 
the flower of the Xew York Chamber 
of Commerce's representative men had 
been a grand success. 
Though many of the representatives 
had never personally met, it did not 
follow that they 
were strangers. 
Whenever the British or American 
flag floated on stranger seas or foreign 
lands -the names of these merchant 
princes were symbols and ensigns of 
honesty and honor. No wonder then, 
that coming together as they did the 
other night, that speaking the same 
lartKuage.taught in the same schools 
pursuing the same mercantile policy 
and with features cast in a heroic 
mould which distinguished a conquer- 
ing race and a common kin.no wonder 
they felt blood thicker than water, 
and that for a moment they lost their 
identity till the clang of Bow Bells 
sounded as sweet as the chimes of 
dear old Trinity, so that it mattered 


litUeif UK cold mod silver ingots 
which represented GreatBritain's for 
eitcn and domestic exchange bore th < 
impress of King Edward's ro*al head, 
draped in ti*e royal standard, or the 
bead of Liberty, crowned with the 
Stars and Stripes. 
It has been a glorious week for the 
visitors. The best that England had 
to uire wa* loaded on them with an 
unstinted hand. Hundreds of press- 
ing invitations from the most noble 
families bad to be declined as ther 
confined their visits strictly to those 
on the official list laid out by thei. 
British entertainers. Tae festivities 
closed with a lunch at Guild hall, the 
the official home of the Lord Mayor. 
Webster defines toe word lunch as 
a light repast between breakfast and 
dinner. A light repast! I wonder how 
Roan would have defined, the word 
lunch if he bad been presen*. at the 
blowout given by the worshipful lord 
mayor to the American delegates 
from the Chamber of Commerce of 
New York. It is sufficient to say 
that, notwithstanding the excellence 
Of the menn and the pressing hospi- 
tality that urged its demolition, the 
delegates escaped with their lives, 
though if they bad consumed a tithe 
of the hospitality that their generous 
entertainers almost insisted on their 
accepting not one of them would eve 
have reached this sweet land of lib- 
erty.

THE ARGUMiiNTS. 


Attorneys Sprte for and Against the Village 


Barber. 


MT. VEPXOX, June 15 (Special.) 
Th ougbout Friday George W. Houck 
sat in tits place in ibe courtroom and 
listened with great interest wbile 
contending attorneys pleaded for and 
against b>s life- Ilesjowed no emo- 
tion but appeared cheerful. He rest- 
ed well, worn out with the hours he 
was on the stand, and expressed him- 
self to h-s brother ?s being glad the 
arial w?s almost over. Ti»e strain on 
Elouckhas been almost as much as he 
could bear, but -with a a dogged de- 
termination be has heard it all and 
'ew details of tlie testimony escaped 
lim-it was often noticed that when 
so tne old time fifeuti rented to the 
iury circumstances that were agalost 
lim, Houck would frown his displea:- 
ure but becomioT interested ia what 
,he. man bad to say bis face would 
clear and before the witne s left the 
stand he would be listening as eagerly 
as any auditor in the crowded court 
loom. Th'S has been a trial of cir- 
cumstances, and as some unexpected, 
uolooked forsurpi ^ v.:.s brought out 
jy the prosecution HnucK made no ef- 
fort to conceal h>s surprise. Through- 
out be has been interesting and asi 
manv people looked at bim as follow- 
ed the words of witnesses. 
The crowd was heie all of Friday. 
Stand ing room was at a premium at 
all times. Toe electric fans materi-1- 
y aided in p-oducing' some degree of 
comfort, but .t was bou 
Soon after 


ELouck came in his wife appeared with 
jravelitUe Dempsey and her other 
daughters. Pearl and Amy. The last 
named perched herself on her father's 
fnee and stared in open wonder at the 
strange 
scene being enacted. 
At 
times toe loud voices of the attorney^ 
seemed to friKbien her. and she nest- 
ed close to her father's side. 
Mrs. Houck, the p'-'Soner's mother, 
soon joined ibe little group, and at 
times during tbedav exchanged words 
with her son. She was dressed as she 
lad been from the Urst 10 black dress 
and bonnet, (while Mrs. Houck wore a 
pink shirtwaist, black skirt and hat. 
Eouck was dressed in 
black coat, 
light trousers and purple necktie, 
aad the little girls wore white with 
white straw hats trimmed in white. 
It was not a somber party, yet the 
anxiety shown in the faces of mother 
and wife clearly told thesiory of what 
they had at stake. 
Jndge Waigbt opened the argument 


for the prosecution. He said there 
was no controversy as to the degree of 
the murder but all would agree that 
whoever took the life of Sarah Jane 
Hess was guilty of murder in the first 
degree. Absolute certainty is seldom 
attained in human affairs, and juries 
must act not on mere suspicion, nor 
yet on absolute certainty, but en rea- 
sonable certainty. The mute testi- 
mony of the bloodhounds was a cir- 
cumstance and an important circum- 
stance to be taken with ail ot>ers in 
the case against this man. 
"The testimony in this case is cir- 
cumstantial," he said. "The victim 
of this murder was an aged widow, 
living alone in Biadensburg. and the 
man who murdered her went late at 
night, and was careful to see that no 
human eye was there to see the fatal 
blow struck. No one saw it. If direct 
evidence 's needed to convict, the 
statutes might as well be abolished. 
Mien seek their times to commit mur- 
der- There has been no confession, 
for from ibe time be was told to keep 
still, immediately a'ter his arrest, he 
has not spoken of it until on the wit- 
ness stand. 
But the circumstance 
warrant conviction. 
Circumstances 
are impartial, net subject to human 
feelings." 
Judge 
"Waight dwelt upon the 
track? and the fact that no explana- 
tion had been offered for the blood 
spots on the 
prisoner's cloth »ng. 
"True, he cut h's Ppger, but he was 
not then wearing his coat. 
His nose 
bled, but no claim is made that these 
125 spots came from that source." 
Houck said he was in the house that 
morning, yet he did not rightly des- 
cribe the position of the body. Xo 
human being saw him there. "His in- 
human remarks about the remains, 
h's objection to the bloodhounds '>n 
' the ground they might trace an inno- 


cent man, his failure to see them, his 
retirement to h>s rooms. Ali this 
ought to sat-sfy the jury.'' 
"The only witnesses u> prove Ilouck 


did not murder Mrs. Hess immediate- 
ly after buying the oysters are his 
wife and child. There *« not a virtu- 
ous w>fe but will stand by and help 
her husband. Her aCection for him 
leads her to accept as truth state- 
ments at variance with tne facts." 
The argument for the defense was 
opened by Hon. F. Y. Owen. He be- 
gan by urging toe jurr, if they found 
a verdict in the first aetj.ee, to recom- 
mend mercy. He said Lhit half the 
verdic's rendered on circumstantial 
evidence were wrong, and argued that 
the the testimony establishiogllouck's 
actions the night of the murder at, 
without break. Dempsey, he said, 
told the truth and so did Mrs. Houck. 
He attacked the efficiency of blood- 
bounds, and could see nothing suspi- 
cious in Houck's actions. Melick. he 
claimed.guided tbedogs-and ridn-.d'ed 
the idea they could fol'ow any trail. 
•'Whoever murdered that old iady 
was, as Judgt Waight said, in a show- 
er of blood. Mr. Houck could bare 
falsely testified that he knew bow ev- 
ery spot of blood got on his clothes, 
but he said tie rut his thumb and hao 
nose bleed and probably got 
it 
then in throwing the blood o£T. 
If 


Houck bad killed Mrs. Hess he would 
have had more blood on bis clothes 
than the chemist found." 
Houck and his family were moved 
to tears while Mr. Owen was speak- 
ing. 


Col. W. C. Cooper closed for the de- 


fense. He condemned the crime in 
unmeasured terms, and said the state 
relied on four points—Houck's con- 
duct- the tracks, the dogs and the 
blooc. Houck changed nis trousers 
and jtHadecsbnrg lost its judgment. 
"Now. gentlemen, when did Houck 


become transformed into a fiend in- 
carnate who could commit th!s mur- 
der? Was it while he was with Demp- 
sey and bis family and eating supper, 
etc.? When did this infamy enter in- 
to bis soul? Do yon think that then 
he planned this? He never did it. He 
has been wrongly suspected. 
"We come next to the tracks. 
Are 


yon going to find this man guilty be- 
cause of a similarity of boles in the 
around to the shoes worn by the de 
fendent? 
"Now the blood. Houcfc's testimonj 
on th>s subject nas been honest and 
straightforward. He does not tell you 
any wild story, but that it was not the 
blood of Mrs."Hess, and then he tells 
of cutting h's thumb and the nose 
bleed. The scene of blood in the 
Hess bouse was sickening, and tiu 
man who killed the woman must haw 
bad blood all over bis pants. If George 
aad killed her he would have burne-"* 
h:s pants. But he didn't. There w^ 
no blood on the pann. and they hact 
not- "been washed. 
But there was 
blood on his coat and vest and on Lis 
cap. Knowing this woman had been 
murdered, and" that the murder would 
t>e discovered, would he not have got- 
ten rid of that tell tale clothing? 
There were drops of blood on both 
sides of the lapels of his coat. 
Hoa 


could this be? If the blood was upon 
both sides of the lapels be got it at 
different times.'' 
Colonel Cooper next turned to the 


dogs, and laughed at the toougbt of 
the jury considering them after their 
actions when put on the--trail. He 
closed with the statement that if 
Houck was convicted of murder his 
pure wife and innocentchild would be 
convicted of perjury. He declared the 
evidence would not warrant ccnvic- 
tion of any kind. Filled with pathos 
and beauty of speech the address 
brought tears to the eyes of many 
persons in the courtroom. 
Prosecutor Ewalt made ttie closing 
argument. Clean cut and strong in 
every point his address was a demand 
for the conviction of the prisoner. He 
showed that an awful crime bad beep 
committed and declared that evi- 
dence which had not and could not be 
shaken had fastened that crime on 
the prisoner at the bar. He reviewed 
the testimony and bringing out the 
more important statements as they 
had been made, tossed lightly aside 
the argument of the 
defense and 
maintained that what the indictment 
charged had been proved. 
Court w?s adjourned until Saturday 


morning when Judge 'Wickbam deli *•- 
ered his charge to the jury, beginning 
soon after 7 o'clock- 
It was lone but 
every point was carefully covered and 
mr.de plain.

Mew York. Jane IS. — A collision 


between two boats caused the sinking 
at the wooden side-wheeler North- 
teld. a ferry boat which has been in 
the service of the Staten Island 
ferry 38 years. The Northfleld was 
rammed by the steel hulled propeller 
Mauch Chunk, used as a ferry boat by 
the Central Railroad of New Jersey. 


The collision occurred just off the 


•Staten Island ferry slip at the foot of 
Whitehall street, and in less than 20 
Minutes the Northfleld, which was 
crowded with passengers, estimated 
from SOO to 1.200. sank at the outer 
end of the Spanish line pier in the 
East river. The Mauch Chunk, which 
was badly damaged, landed her two 
doxen passengers. Over 100 of the pas- 
sengers of the sunken Xorthfield were 
dragged out of the water by people 
along shore and the crews of-the fleet 
of 
river tugs, which promptly re- 


sponded to the call for help. 


Captain Abraham Johnson was In 


charge of the Northfield and Captain 
& C. Griffin was in. command of the 
Ifauch Chunk. Each lays the blame 
for the collision on the other. 


Captain Johnson was arrested on a 


charge of criminal negligence and 
held without bail for hearing today. 


Captain Griffin of the Mauch Chunk 


went to his home i i Jersey City not 
long after the accident occurred. Of- 
ficials of the Jersey Central railroad 
gave assurances that Captain Griuln 
will make his apoearance in police 
court to answer to a technical charge 
of manslaughter. 


The Ingalls Toppled Over. 


New York, June 15.—While the 


United States transport Ingalls was 
in the balance drydock at the Erie 
basin. South Brooklyn, where she was 
about to undergo extensive repairs, 
she suddenly slipped from the blocks 
and capsized. About 240 carpenters 
machinists and other laoorers at work 
on the vessel and dock at the time. It 
is supposed that the vessel was 
thrown from an even keel by""ballast 
improperly placed or by the shifting 
of the blocks on which she rested, 
causing her to list to starboard, driv- 
ing the shoring beams through the 
rotten walls of the old floating dry- 
dock in which she was cradled. Be- 
sides the mechanics and other work- 
men which crowded the vessel and 
dock, preparing her for & voyage to 
Manilla, there were supposed to have 
been about 30 Italian laborers in the 
hold of the ship, shifting pig iron bal- 
last. While the workmen were trying 
to escape the dock itself overbalanced 
by the weight, turned on its side and 
sank in 50 feet of water. A number 
of men were borne down Into the 
water and jammed under and beneath 
the wreckage which rose to the sur- 
face. The lock In which the Ingalls 
was placed was built 50 years ago. 


Canadian Steamer Burned.
